Ottawa, 
Laurier's old 
States breaks out in spots, 
though since he became Premier of 
Canada he has endeavored to bury 


the fact that he once upon a_ time 
advocated annexation with our 
neighbors, he occasionally forgets 
himself. His latest utterance — re- 
garding the United States in his 
Montreal speech has caused -a good 
deal of hard feeling. It shows his 
lack of patriotism,which those who 
know him best have never accused 
him of possessing. 

“We must not forget that we are 
behinf the United States,’’ he told 
his Montreal audience, ‘‘in the mat- 
ter of industrial development by at 
least fifty years.’’ 

It will be a real misfortune _ if 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier enters into com- 
mercial negotiations with the United 
States, convinced, as the above sen- 
tence from his Montreal — speech 
would seem to indicate, of the hope- 
less industrial inferiority of Camada. 
Of, course a nation of eight million 
people cannot expect to have tbe 
wealth of the industrial strength of 
a nation of eighty million people. 
Not even a child would expect it to. 
In all comparisons between Canada 
and United States, the fact that 
one has but one-eighth the  popu- 
lation of the other must be taken 
into consideration. That this is so, 
is the veriest commonplace. 

Then, where is Canada’s industrial 
inferiority ? In proportion to popu- 
lation,.Canada has more mileage of 
railway than United States, more 
mileage in fact than any country 
on the face of the globe. Canada's 
manufacturing plants, although less 
pampered and protected than those 
of the United States, supply Cana- 
da’s principal demands and _ leave 
millions yearly for export. Canada’s 
almosi_ inexhaustible natural re- 
sources are being developed as rap- 
idly as the needs of her people call 
for. In fact in every industrial re- 
lation, any comparison between Can- 
ada and the United States, having 
in mind the differences in population, 
any comparison based upon per head 
population shows Canada to be well 
forward in the world race of the 
nations for commercial supremacy. 

A case whose chief advocate  be- 
lieves to be a poor one, is already 
half lost. If Sir Wilfrid’s belief is 
as he states, that Canada is in- 
dustrially fifty years behind the 
United States, it would only be 
logical for him, from his point of 
view, to make any and every éacri- 
fice to link Canada’s industrial des- 
tiny with that of the United States. 
But others in Canada, probably the 
large majority of Canadians believe 
differently. Others believe that Cana 
da and the Wnited States are on an 
industrial level, that Canada does 
not need to shape her industrial and 
commercial policy upon any save 
national and Imperial considerations. 

And this is the view which present 
day statistics support, and only 
those who firmly hold such view 
are capable of doing this country 
justice in the impending negotiations

Reported Retirement of 


- Laurier. 


Ottawa, Oct. 25th—On what is 
declareds to be reliable authority, a 
statement is made that Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier’s present intention is to re- 
tire from politics before the next 
general election. 

In fact the deliberate assertion is 
made that the Premier has announce 
ed this ‘ privately ’’ to at least one 
of his associates. 

While the story does not seem at 
all likely, in view of the fact that 
the Premier so very lately under- 
took an arduous political tour of 
the West, the unexpected frequently 
happens. 

The reason given for this report- 
ed intention of the Premier to re- 
tire is that the situation in Quebee 
Province is so unsatisfactory to 
him from ‘both a party and __per- 
sonal point of view that Sir Wilfrid 
has little or no stomach for a cam- 
paign to carry the Province at the 
next general election. His present 
majority is got from the province of 
Quebec. ; 

The Government certainly views 
the inroads of Mr. Bourassa on the 
party strength with alarm,’ and is 
said not to see much prospect — of 
checking them; and Sir Wilfrid — is 
said to feel this particularly keenly. 

Mr. Fielding’s position is an- 
other matter which has: depressed 
the Premier. While the mental fac- 
ulties and fighting disposition of the 
Minister of Finance are as keen as 
ever, he is physically unfit for hard 
work and active politics at present, 
and the opinion of his medical ad- 
visers is that he should have a 
prolonged rest. Some others of the 
Cabinet are on the verge of retire- 
ment, and a considerable reorgani- 
zation seems to lodm in the near 
future. 

However, the Premier is 
fighter, and those who know 
best declare that his ‘‘ four 
more ”’ cry at the last election 
simply political tactics for 
oceasion, and that we shall surely 
hear the rally of ‘‘ another four 
years more’’ at the next election, 
‘*to finish my work. ”’
